Nursing  Arrangements. 

The  Hazel  Grove  and  District  Sick  Nursing  Association  provide 
two  nurses,  and  the  Bramhall  Association  one  nurse.  They  under- 
take the  nursing  of  patients  in  their  own  homes,  if  of  a non-infectious 
character.  If  at  all  possible  a small  fee  is  charged,  but  the  Associations 
are  supported  by  voluntary  subscriptions.  The  District  Nurses  and 
the  one  Midwife  practising  in  the  district  hold  the  C.M.B.  Certificate. 

Laboratory  Work. 

Twenty-one  specimens  of  sputum  were  sent  to  the  County 
Laboratory  during  the  year,  four  proving  positive.  Fifty-three 
specimens  for  other  diseases  were  submitted  to  the  Stockport 
Infirmary,  or  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester. 

Hospital  Accommodation. 

Six  beds  are  reserved  by  the  Council  at  the  Hyde  hospitals, 
four  being  for  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  or  typhoid,  and  two  for 
smallpox.  Patients  who  cannot  be  isolated  in  their  own  homes 
are  removed  there,  more  beds  being  available  if  required.  The  cost 
of  maintenance  of  all  patients  is  borne  by  the  Council.  All  cases 
required  to  be  removed  were  admitted  to  the  above  hospital  during 
the  year. 

Schools. 

In  the  district  there  are  four  well  equipped  schools  : — 
Norbury  C.  of  E.  School ; 

Offerton  C.  of  E.  School  (within  area  ceded  to  Stockport 
1/4/35). 

Hazel  Grove  Council  School. 

Bramhall  Council  School. 
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All  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  Stockport  Corporation 
mains,  and  the  sanitary  conveniences  have  been  inspected  and 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Housing. 

Slum  Clearance  Programme.  The  two  houses  scheduled  for 
demolition  in  1935  were,  in  fact,  demolished  at  the  beginning  of 
1934,  whilst  the  three  houses  scheduled  for  1936  were  rendered 


vacant  and  ready  for  demolition.

An  unusual  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the 
months  of  November  and  December.  All  the  cases  occurred  in 
children  of  school  age,  the  majority  of  whom  attended  one  school, 
but  it  was  not  considered  necessary  to  close  that  school. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Council  have  provided  diphtheria 
anti-toxin  serum  where  required,  and  have  lately  decided  to  provide 
“ Evans  Alum  Precipitated  Diphtheria  Toxoid  ” for  immunisation, 
free  of  charge,  through  the  Medical  Practitioners  practising  in  the 
district,  the  latter  having  all  been  notified  of  this  provision.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage  Facilities. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  extended  the  sewage  sewer 
220  yards  in  Offerton  Road,  and  have  constructed  a new  length  of 
381  yards  of  surface  water  sewer  in  Chester  Road,  from  Cavendish 
Road  southwards  to  a point  near  Dean  Lane  junction. 


Short  lengths  of  sewage  sewer  have  also  been  laid  by  private 
enterprise  in  connection  with  building  development. 


The  Council  have  engaged  a Consulting  Engineer  to  report 
generally  upon  the  sewerage  arrangements  of  the  District,  together 
with  the  sewage  disposal  facilities  for  Bramhall.  This  report  is  in 
course  of  preparation  and  will  be  considered  by  the  Council  in  due 
course.
